educator*, was m ourned through­ 
out the nation today. 
President Roosevelt, H enry Ford 
and noted scientists were inform ed 
of Dr. C arver’s death at Tuskegee 
Institute last night. 
He had b een 
in ill health for several months. 
Born 
m slavery at Diamond 
Grove, Mo., Dr. Carver himself did- 
not know hi* exact age. All avail­ 
ab le records indicate he was b orn 
in 1864. 
One report held that as 
a child he was traded for a race 
horse. 
Once War Sto len. 
Dr. C arver’s m other was owned 
b y 
Moses 
Carver 
of 
Diamond 
Grove. 
While still a sm all child 
he and has m other w ere stolen and 
carried into A rkansas. His m aster 
located the child and redeemed 
him b y trading a horse to the 
ab ductors, b ut the m other had dis­ 
appeared. 
Dr. Carver, b est known as the 
man who made the peanut famous, 
devoted 44 years of his versatile 
life to science. He developed more 
than 300 useful products from the 
peanut and more than 100 others 
from the sw eet potato b esides dis­ 
covering new uses for cotton. 
W o r k i n g 
as 
a 
messenger, 
launderer and general handym an. 
Dr. Carver earned enough to ob ­ 
tain an elem entary education and 
to study 
at Iowa State college 
where he received his b achelor's 
degree m 1894 and his m aster’s de­ 
gree two years 
later. 
He was 
ab out 20 years old b efore he was 
ab le to read and write. 
Giv en Ho no rary Degree. 
In 
1896 
at 
the invitation of 
Booker T. W ashington, founder of 
Tuskegee 
Institute, 
Dr. 
Carver 
joined 
the staff of the famous 
negro college, later b ecoming di­ 
rector of the departm ent of agri­ 
cultural 
research. 
It 
was 
at 
Tuskegee 
that 
he 
turned 
his 
analytical mind to the woes of 
southern agriculture. 
Simpson college gave him an 
honorary degree in science, and 
the Royal Society of Arts in Lon­ 
don voted him a m em b ership. In 
19 23 he was aw’arded the Spm garn 
medal for research in potash, and 
in 1939 he received the Theodore 
Roosevelt m edal for distinguished 
service in science. 
Preferring to devote his life to 
aiding the people of his race, Dr. 
C arver turned down several at­ 
tractive offes including a $100,000 
a year research post in Thomas A. 
Edison’s lab oratories and another 
from the soviet union. In 1940 he 
donated 
his 
life's 
savings 
of 
$300,000 as a nucleus for a founda­ 
tion at Tuskegee.

court 
W ednesday reversed in part the j 
stand taken b y the state railway 
commission in the case of William 
K assenb aum , Heb ron trucker, and 
held that the commission was not 
authorized to classify regular or 
irregular route carriers. 
The 
commission 
is. 
however, 
authorized to direct and certify the 
service« that may b e rendered b y 
motor carriers, the court held in 
its opinion. 
The court affirm ed 
the 
Knox 
county D istrict court and held that 
Earl E, Perry, 
property 
owner, 
under the tax foreclosure statutes 
had no right to redeem 
his

With the acuteness of the man­ 
power problem being emphasized 
anew by Commissioner McNutt, 
who declares that 65,000,000 per­ 
sons will be needed in full-tim e 
employment and the armeed ser­ 
vices by the end of the year, a 
majority of American voters are 
willing to see such drastic steps 
taken as may be necessary. 
In a nation-wide cross-sec­ 
tion survey the majority vote in 
favor of giving the government 
the right to tell workers where 
to work and at what jobs. 
Such 
a 
program 
would 
be 
highly complex to adm inister and 
public sentiment on it is far from 
unanimous. One of the chief fears 
expressed by voters is that com­ 
pulsory 
manpower 
mobilization 
might not be fairly or equitably 
administered and w'ould result in 
arbitrary rulings from W ashing­ 
ton that might not fit personal or 
local circumstances. 
Action Wanted. 
But the weight of opinion is 
clearly on the side of taking ac­ 
tion if action is required; in fact, 
the man in the street has favored 
a compulsory manpower program 
in principle since March of last 
year.

past w’eek field reporters for the 
T-stitute have interviewed voters 
in every state on this question: 
“ Do you favor or oppose giving 
the government the right to tell 
workers where to work and at 
what jobs?”

Throng of Bowlers Hu rled

CHICAGO, Jan. 6—(INS)—A 
ball of fire rolling throu gh the 
$250,000 Bev erly bowling alley s 
last night left in its wak e today 
six dead men, 33 men and women 
sev erely bu rned, some dy ing, and 
at least 40 others su ffering minor 
inju ries. 
The lu x u riou s p lay sp ot in the 
ex clu siv e Bev erly Hills section of 
Chicago was wreck ed. 
The ciead were: 
Thomas Podzimek , Carl Peter 
Deddo, Anthony Erris, William 
Gu trich, 19 -y ear-old son of Po­ 
liceman 
Ferdinand 
Gu trich, 
Philip Gardner, and Josep h R. 
Bingham. 
Policeman Gu trich was among 
those aiding in the search for the 
bodies in the smok ing ru ins of the 
immense bu ilding. 
A fireman, howev er, came u p on 
the body of y ou ng Gu trich in a 
washroom, where all the bodies 
were fou nd. Sy mp athetically he 
p atted the p oliceman on the back 
and told him to go on home. 
Patro ns Slo w To Leav e. 
A wink ing fou l line light, its 
controlling wire shorted by the 
fire which was y et u nseen, was 
th 
first indication of the terror 
which in a few seconds was to 
strik e the jam p ack ed alley s. 
Then came the first few wisp s 
of smok e, so scanty that many of 
the 200 p atrons, sp ectators and 
p lay ers on the 20 alley s, were u n­ 
aware of trou ble. 
Indeed, the first shou ts of “fire” 
gent them slowly toward the three 
ex its. Many tarried to obtain their 
wrap s at the check room. 
Others were changing into street 
shoes, 
tak ing 
off their bowling 
shoes, when the first firemen ar­ 
riv ed in resp onse to a “still”—a 
telep honed—alarm. 
“ Great Puff” Shakes Building. 
Dense black smok e, foretelling 
the holacau st which was raging 
between the false ceiling and the 
roof, began to seep downward.
